Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


Bombay BRANCH 
A meeting of the Bombay Branch was held on September 4th 
at the Grant Medical College, when Lieut.-Colonel A. F, 
Hamitton, C.I.E., I.M.S., presided, and twenty-two membes 
and guests were present. ; 

Mr. V. L. Parmar described the conservative treatment of 
acute appendicitis, mentioning that in six years’ practice 
he had not encountered a single case which had ended 
badly. He recommended postponing removal of the appendix 
until three weeks after the acute attack had_ subsided. 
He had collected about eighty cases, and was convinced that 
bad treatment, especially unwise purgation, was the main 
cause of the complications. It was easier and safer 10 
operate during the quiescent interval. The post-operative 
complications were more serious during the acute stage, when 
the tissues were friable. The treatment he advocated com 
prised: confinement to bed ; the application of belladonm 
plasters and hot-water bottles in front and behind ; the 
administration of heat by diathermy for the relief of pain; 
an initial turpentine enema, followed by subsequent daily 
enemas ; and abstention from food for three days, followed 
by small quantities only. These measures were continue 
until a normal motion occurred, when liquid - paraffin might 
be given. Should a swelling be present, the operation should 
be postponed until it subsided, unless the pyrexia and leuce 
cytosis continued ; as a rule any swelling tended to subside 
spontaneously. ; 

Dr. GuarpurRE described the pathological findings in thet 
cases, and demonstrated a collection of specimens and slide 
illustrating acute and chronic appendicitis. Dr. M. D. Jos#l 
described the radiological signs in chronic appendicitis 
emphasizing the importance of screening and of detecting ai 
evidence of stasis in the appendix. He showed photograpls 
explanatory of his main contentions, and added that tendet- 
ness on screening was a useful diagnostic point. é 

At the end of the discussion, in which Drs. Dupna, Yoos 
and Menta took part, Colonel HamiLton, summing 
that he now removed the appendix in all pelvic operation 
and had never regretted doing so. In one previous cas®

Kent Branco: ASHFORD DiIvISsION 
4 meeting of the Ashford Division was held on October 9th at 
jshford Hospital. Dr. M. O. Raven (Broadstairs) delivered 
4 very interesting address on the rheumatic diseases of child- 
hood, with particular reference to the cardiac factor. 


Maraya Branco: Maray States Division 
4 meeting of the Federated Malay States Division was held 
at the General Hospital, Ipoh, on July 25th, with an attend- 
ance of thirty. The chairman, Dr. O. F. Cono.ey, remarked 
that this was the first British Medical Association meeting to 
be held in Perak, and he thanked the organizer, Dr. P. H. 
Hennessy, for the excellent arrangements he had made. 

Dr. Hennessy showed six cases illustrating hyper- 
thyroidism: exophthalmos from infancy in a young female 
Tamil, with no other symptoms ; thyroid enlargement, with 
no other symptoms, in a young Tamil woman ; thyroid 
enlargement, with marked exophthalmos and tachycardia of 
three years’ duration, in a Sikh male, aged 30 ; exophthalmic 

itre of one and a half years’ duration in a Malay, aged 37 ; 
enlarged thyroid, with tachycardia and hand tremors of four 
months’ duration, in a young Chinese ; and exophthalmic 

itre, with tachycardia, exophthalmos, and hand tremors of 
one and a half years’ duration, in a Chinese woman, aged 42. 
He then showed a case of scleroderma in a male Malay, aged 
57, the duration of the disease being one year ; and another 
of leprosy in a Chinese lad, aged 18, which had lasted two 
months, and was of particular interest in view of its marked 
resemblance to lupus. 

Dr. H. ScrtmGEouR demonstrated a series of heart cases, 
including double aortic disease in a male Chinese, aged 42 ; 
mitral stenosis of one and a half years’ duration in a male 
Chinese, aged 30; an aneurysm of the aortic arch, with 
artic insufficiency, in a Chinese man, aged 44 ; double aortic 
disease, with regurgitation, in a male Chinese, aged 55 ; and 
congenital pulmonary stenosis in a Tamil girl, aged 7. 

Mr. T. W. H. Burne, senior surgeon Federated Malay 
States, showed a case of a Chinese boy, aged 10, with outward 
dislocation of both patellae and inability to walk. An opera- 
tion—outward incision to free the patella—had resulted in 
genu valgum on both sides, with the return of some walking 
ability. Mr. Burns also demonstrated a case of pulsating 
angioma of the right ear, one of enlarged prostate, and one 
of a twisted ovarian cyst in a Chinese girl, aged 12. 

In the absence of Dr. F. Jacgues, who had prepared a 
paper on Anopheles maculatus and its breeding grounds, this 
was read by Dr. W. E. Hotmes. The author emphasized the 
pint that this insect could, and would under compulsion, 
breed in unusual places—a matter for the serious considera- 
tion of antimalaria workers. 

Dr. K. KANAGARAYER read a paper on the collecting of 
pathological specimens for examination. He called attention 
to the importance of sending proper details with the speci- 
mens, and indicated certain essential precautions in obtaining 
them; he then commented on various points in diagnosis. 
This paper was followed by a short series of demonstrations. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to Dr. Hennessy 
and the other contributors. The matron and staff entertained 
present to tea at the hospital, after which a group 
photograph was taken ; many of the members were present 
ata dinner-dance at the Grand Hotel later in the evening. 


Maraya BRANCH: PENANG 

The first meeting of the Penang Division since 1909 took 
Place at the General Hospital, Penang, on September 17th, 
when thirty members were in attendance (including two from 
Province Wellesley and two from Kedah), and eight non- 
members, who now desired to join the Association. Dr. J. W. 
Scuarrr, who was in the chair, drew attention to the fact 
that as long ago as 1904 the Penang Division was an active 
Organization under the chairmanship of Dr. Mugliston, with 


- A. L. Hoops as secretary. The Division continued to 
hold regular meetings until 1909, when Dr. Mugliston retired. 
_ Ur. VEERASINGHAM gave a most interesting address on the 
Signs of early leprosy, which was illustrated by a number 

tarly leprosy cases brought over from the Leper Settle- 
ment at Pulan Jerejah. 


METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BrancH: City Division 
The first general business meeting of the session of the City 
Division was held at the Metropolitan Hospital, Kingsland 
Road, on September 22nd. After discussing various matters 
of loca! interest the following motions were adopted: 


1. That this meeting of the City Division regards the cut in 
the capitation fee as excessive, and disproportionate compared 
to the cuts of other classes of the community, and urges the 
Insurance Acts Committee to make every effort to secure a 
modification in the reduction. 

2. That this meeting of the City Division recommends the 
formation of a National Health Section of the Division to 
deal with National Health Insurance matters, and instructs its 
chairman to summon a meeting at an early date of all panel 
practitioners in the Divisional area, both members and non- 
members of the British Medical Association, for the purpose of 
forming such a committee. 


Address on Toxaemias of Pregnancy 

The first scientific meeting of the Division this session was 
held at the Metropolitan Hospital on October 6th, when an 
address of quite unusual interest to the members was given 
by Professor F. J. Browne on the toxaemias of pregnancy. 
These were divided into albuminuria (mild and severe), pre- 
eclampsia, eclampsia, hyperemesis gravidarum (mild, moderate, 
and severe), and accidental haemorrhage. Professor Browne 
said that there was no such thing as functional albuminuria, 
and that all cases of albuminuria should be looked upon as 
important. Urinalysis should be done every fortnight until 
the seventh month, and thereafter every week. The blood 
pressure was of extreme importance as a guide to the con- 
dition, and should be taken regularly and on every possible 
occasion. It might be the only sign of toxaemia. In 
watching severe cases it was most important to take it every 
day, although it must be remembered that about 15 per cent. 
of cases of eclampsia never had a rise of blood pressure at 
all. It was most important not to allow patients with 
albuminuria to proceed with their pregnancy unless the 
albumin entirely disappeared ; by allowing them to go on too 
long 30 per cent. became chronic nephritics afterwards. If 
the albumin persisted for over a fortnight the pregnancy 
should be terminated. With patients who had _ chronic 
nephritis beforehand the uterus should be emptied in most 
cases, or the kidney would be damaged still further. The 
mother was more important than the child. Only in some 
nephritics who well undérstood the danger and very much 
wished for a child was it allowable to let pregnancy proceed. 
Some pre-eclampsias could not wait for induced labour, and 
then required Caesarean section. 

In pre-eclampsia various nursing procedures, including colon 
lavage, for promoting elimination were advocated, no food to 
be given by mouth, and venesection performed if the blood 
pressure reached 180 or over. Induction was to be considered 
if there was no improvement in four days. 

In eclampsia a modified Stroganoff treatment was advo- 
cated, and great importance was laid upon prevention of all 
external stimuli, upon lowering the chances of hypostatic 
pneumonia by suitable nursing methods, upon elimination by 
diaphoresis and by stomach and rectal lavage, and upon 
promoting sleep—four drachms of paraldehyde in olive oil 
being preferred to all other drugs. The patient should not 
have instrumental intervention if doing well, unless the 
cervix.was fully dilated and the head well down. If becoming 
worse, and forceps delivery was impracticable, Caesarean 
section might be done. 

The causation of hyperemesis gravidarum was unknown, 
and there were no recent advances in our knowledge in this 
direction. Some believed all cases to be toxic from the 
beginning, but Professor Browne suggested that the con- 
dition began as a neurosis, leading to acidosis, which in turn 
led to toxaemia, and, the vomiting continuing, caused de- 
hydration and consequent constipation. Treatment should 
accordingly be on these lines. Thus fat must be cut down 
in the diet, so decreasing acidosis. Protein should be 
diminished, preventing unnecessary’ liver damage. Carbo- 
hydrates, on the other hand, should be increased, thus helping 
the liver to regenerate if the condition is not too far 
advanced. The patient should not be left in the gravid con- 
dition too long. If the liver became unable to store glucose 
the patient would die. Pregnancy should therefore be ended 
if the patient did not improve within four or five days, if 
jaundice or persistent albuminuria appeared, or if the pulse 
and temperature were consistently over 100. In terminating 
pregnancy it should be remembered that all these bad cases 
were suffering from shock. Therefore packing the uterus, 
curetting the uterus, or doing a vaginal hysterectomy were 
all bad methods, and abdominal hysterectomy was to be 
preferred. A very practical and extremely useful chart of 
diet and treatment of all these conditions was distributed to 
members. 
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In the discussion, the CuarRMAN said that it was evident, 
from the close attention with which the whole address had 
been followed, that members agreed with him that this was 
one of the most interesting addresses to which the City 
Division had listened in recent years. On the motion of Dr. 
D1xon, seconded by Dr. ANKLESARIA, a vote of thanks to 
Vrofessor Browne for his address was carried with great 
unanimity. 


SurFoLK BraNcH 
The annual meeting of the Suffolk Branch was held at Bury 
St. Edmunds on September 22nd. Dr. F. R. Barwell was 
elected president, and Dr. P. L. Giuseppi, honorary secretary 
and treasurer. 

Dr. J. R. Canney, surgeon in charge of the gynaecological 
department, Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, read a very 
instructive paper on the modern treatment of the common 
pelvic displacements versus the use of pessaries. 


SuRReEY BRANcH: Kincsron-on-THAMES DIVISION 

A meeting of the Kingston-on-Thames Division was held on 
October 13th at the Surbiton Hospital, when Dr. J. D. 
CLARKE was in the chair. Sir THomas Horper, Bt., delivered 
an interesting and provocative address on the conduct of 
a case of pneumonia. An interesting discussion followed, 
which centred largely round the value of oxygen in this 
disease. The meeting closed with a hearty vote of thanks 
to Sir Thomas Horder. 


SurREY Brancu: RicumMonp Division 

The first meeting of the winter session of the Richmond 
Division was held at the Royal Hospital on October 16th, 
when Mr. J. W. HEEKES was in the chair. The Division 
was pleased to welcome Dr. N. E. Waterfield, secretary of 
the Surrey Branch, to the meeting. Before the business 
was started the chairman conducted the members over the 
new extension buildings of the Royal Hospital, which are to 
be opened by the Marchioness of Cambridge. 

The meeting took the form of a discussion on the diseases 
of children between the ages of 1 and 5 years, opened by 
Dr. M. K. Rosertson, who called attention to the fact that 
medical practitioners were seeing fewer and fewer children 
because of the welfare and children’s clinics run by the public 
health authorities, and advised general practitioners to form 
similar clinics themselves for their own patients.

MEETING IN VIENNA 


The sixth council meeting of the Medical Women’s Inte. 
national Association was held in Vienna from September 
15th to 19th, by invitation of the Austrian Medicd 
Women's Association, supported by that of the President 
of the Austrian Republic and the burgomaster anf 
municipality of Vienna. This was followed by a thre 
day visit to Budapest, where members of the congres 
were entertained by the Hungarian Association of Medic 
Women. The official proceedings of the congress include 
council meetings for the international delegates, gener 
meetings, and scientific sections. Some two hundred 
members of the Medical Women’s International Assoc 
tion attended the general meetings and scientific sessions 
including thirty British medical women. Official delegais 
were present from various countries, including the Unitei 
States of America, Japan, India, the Dutch and Britt 
East Indies, and the principal countries of Northen, 
Western, and Central Europe 


ScIENTIFIC SESSIONS 

At the scientific sessions the subjects for discussion weft: 
the role of medical women in exotic countries, and th 
legal protection of women workers. Dr. Margaret Balfour, 
president of the Indian Medical Women’s Associatiol, 
and Mme Poli-Garnier of Algiers were the rapporteus 
généreux for the first question. Dr. Dagny 
(Norway), Dr. Adler Herzmark (Austria), and Mam 
le Docteur Sorrentini (Italy) acted in a similar capacity 
in respect of the second question. A questionary on each 
subject had been circulated some months previously 
medical women with special experience in a large 0 
of countries ; the replies received were analysed and su 
marized by the rapporteurs, each dealing with those fr 


a certain group of countries. The reports were printed 
and circulated to all members beforehand. Discuss# 
was opened by the rapporteurs, who outlined the saliest 
points and significant conclusions contained in their repors. 
Those who had sent in replies were afforded the opp® 
tunity of speaking to their papers briefly ; the questi 
was then thrown open to public discussion. This admit 
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method of procedure resulted in an extremely lively 


aol yell-informed discussion on both subjects. 
“ta regard to the role of medical women in exotic 
countries there was unanimity of opinion that a_ large 


amount of preventable illness and maternal mortality in 
gich countries is due to the fact that the women are 
recluded by custom and religion from treatment by men 
doctors, and have not the facilities for consulting women 
doctors. The council unanimously passed a resolution 
emphasizing the desirability of affording increased facilities 
for the treatment of native women by doctors of their own 
gx. A standing committee was appointed to go fully 
into the matter and to consider what steps might usefully 
be taken to improve opportunities and conditions of 
work for medical women in exotic countries, in order to 
attract the best type of women to that field. 

The second question—that of legal protection of women 
workers—proved to be much more controversial. Those 
countries where the workers are highly organized, the 
conditions of labour relatively good, and the standard of 
living high were opposed to any differential legislation 
for women workers on the grounds that it was in practice 
a restriction on their ‘‘ right to work,’’ and hampered 
them in the competition of the labour market without 
affording them compensatory advantages. A further point 
made by the opponents of such legislation was that it 
was nowhere based on any scientific data as to the relative 
ill effects on men and women of the so-called injurious 
conditions. The supporters of differential legislation for 
women were all from those countries where there is a real 
danger of the exploitation of the workers of both sexes, 
-and where the position of women is much less favourable 
than that of men. After prolonged discussion a via media 
was found, and resolutions were unanimously passed urging 
the necessity: (1) for the best possible legal protection 
of the health of the worker, irrespective of sex, including 
adequate medical inspection and examination in the case 
of all potentially injurious occupations ; (2) for the pro- 
vision of a special system of insurance for maternity. 

The council also passed a unanimous resolution to the 

eflect that the Medical Women’s [International Association 
should uphold the principle that the appointment or 
dismissal of women medical officers should be based solely 
upon their efficiency, and that marriage pey se should not 
be a bar to their employment. 
- The subjects chosen for discussion at the next congress 
were: the effects of sport and physical education on 
women (with special reference to menstruation and preg- 
nancy) ; and birth control. : 


CEREMONIES AND ENTERTAINMENTS 

The official delegates had the honour of being received 
by the President of the Austrian Republic in the Rathaus. 
In the course of a cordial address of welcome he empha- 
sized the great importance of international good will and 
mutual understanding for the preservation of world peace 
and the building up of international prosperity, an object 
which a congress such as that of the Medical Women's 
International Association was especially calculated to for- 
ward. He spoke warmly of the admiration and regard 
which was felt for medical women in Austria, and of his 
personal appreciation of the great part which medical 
women were playing all over the civilized world in the 
prevention and treatment of disease and suffering, and 
in the promotion of the future welfare of mankind. 

In the intervals of the scientific and business sessions 
tours were organized to visit the principal hospitals and 
institutions, including the excellently constructed and 
equipped municipal flats, complete with créches, restau- 
fants, and kindergartens for the children of mothers 
obliged to go out to work. These admirable buildings 
Tepresent the greatest advance yet made in the provision 
e accommodation for the working and poorer middle 

sses. 

The members of the congress were throughout most hos- 
pitably entertained. The social functions included recep- 
tions by the Viennese Association of Medical Women, by 
the French officers of the Medical Women’s International 
Association, and by the Women’s Club of Vienna. The 
directors of the beautiful ‘‘ Diana Bad ’’ entertained them 


to luncheon, and to see the excellently equipped medical 
baths. They were given tea on the terrace of the hotel- 
restaurant Cobenzl, on the slopes of the lovely Wiener 
Wald overlooking Vienna and the Danube. They were 
the guests of the spa of Baden, where they were enter- 
tained at a luncheon in the famous Kurhaus, and a whole- 
day excursion was arranged to Semmering, the Alpine 
health and pleasure resort some fifty niles from Vienna, 
where they were entertained at one of the leading 
sanatoriums. 

From Vienna members proceeded to Pudapest, where 
they were again warmly welcomed by the Hungarian 
Medical Women’s Association and entertained with the 
greatest hospitality. Facilities were afforded them for 
seeing the chief medical and social institutions of the 
city, as well as its many historical buildings and natural 
beauties. Special visits were paid to the famous springs, 
which supply over 13,000,000 gallons of water daily. 

In concluding her note on the proceedings, Dr. Doris 
Odlum, honorary national correspondent for Great Britain, 
writes: The congress was in every respect an unqualified 
success, and all those who were privileged to take part 
in it will long cherish many happy memories and the 
warmest feelings of friendship and gratitude towards their 
Austrian and Hungarian colleagues. 


National Insurance 


MEETING OF MIDDLESEX PRACTITIONERS 

A meeting of the insurance practitioners of Middlesex was held 
in the Great Hall of the British Medical Association House on 
October 18th, for the purpose of discussing the situation 
created by the alteration in the ‘‘ cut ’’ made in the remunera- 
tion of insurance practitioners. Dr. R. L. Rince, the chair- 
man of the Middlesex Panel Committee, presided, and the 
meeting had the benefit of a full and clear statement by 
Dr. G. C. ANDERSON, the secretary of the Insurance Acts 
Committee. Dr. Anderson’s statement was an amplification of 
the memorandum issued to all practitioners. During the 
course of Dr. Anderson’s statement and the subsequent dis- 
cussion several signified their vigorous disapproval of the 
action of the Insurance Acts Committee in acquiescing at 
first in the ‘‘ cut ’’ without consulting the Panel Committees. 
Dr. RicHarD_GILLBARD was especially emphatic in his con- 
demnation of what he called the ‘‘ unconstitutional ’’ action 
of the Insurance Acts Committee. Lively protests against re- 
sisting the ‘‘ cut’’ in any way were made by Dr. CARRUTHERS 
and Dr. CocksHut, who sponsored a motion accepting the 
‘cut ’’ as necessary in the present national circumstances, 
but expressing the view that the practitioners’ remuneration 
was at present on a wrong basis, and that whenever the 
national crisis was over steps should be taken to put the 
remuneration upon a proper footing. Dr. Ditton and Dr. 
CapELL took exception to unconditional acceptance, and moved 
an amendment the main point of which was that the ‘‘ cut ’’ 
should be made on the net, and not on the gross, remuneration. 
After a keen and lengthy discussion the amendment was 
defeated by three votes, the voting being 42 to 39. A further 
amendment to the motion was moved by Dr. W. PaTERson, 
and seconded by Dr. C. F. T. Scott, approving of the action 
taken by the Insurance Acts Committee throughout the 
negotiations with the Minister of Health with regard to the 
national economy proposals, recognizing the special sacrifices 
which insurance practitioners have been called upon to make, 
but accepting the 10 per cent. deduction without prejudice 
to the future consideration of the present capitation fee, as 
a temporary measure, and as the doctors’ contribution in the 
existing crisis. This second amendment was carried by 50 
votes to 16, and, on being put as a substantive motion, was 
adopted by a very large majority, only eight voting against 
it. A vote of thanks was heartily accorded to Dr. Anderson 
for his attendance and statement, and to Dr. Ridge for his 
conduct of the chair. 

A letter, signed by thirteen practitioners in Acton and 
Ealing, and urging acceptance of the ‘‘ cut,’’ was received, 
as also were several letters in the same terms from individual 
practitioners who were unable to attend the meeting.

MATERNITY BENEFIT 

Sir,—This letter might well be entitled ‘‘ An ever-recurring 
tragedy.’’ The tragedy has occurred to me so often that 
I am suffering from a summation of stimuli, and wish to 
pass on some of the stimulus. Briefly, the facts are 1s 
fellows. In September this year I was summoned to a young 
woman in labour with her first baby ; I had not been engaged 
for the case, and she was in medias res at 2.30 a.m. The 
pesition of the foetus was a mal-rotated occipito-posterior, 
conjugata vera 3} inches. The labour, with the help of deep 
anaesthesia and axis-traction, was not easy, and I rejoiced 
to deliver a strong male child, without any laceration of the 
mother’s perineum. I attended for sixteen subsequent days, 
and mother and child are doing well. As a reward, I am 
told that the husband is ‘‘ out of benefit,’’ therefore there 
is no money for me, notwithstanding the fact that the husband 
is on the dole and, in addition, receives 25s. per week from 
a bookmaker. He has bought a new perambulator for £4. 

This is the treatment meted out to many hundreds of general 
practitioners every year, and, personally, I am quite tired 
of it and of the usual excuses, of which the following are 
examples: (1) out of benefit, therefore no money ; (2) bought 
a pram and paid the nurse, nothing left ; (3) the insurance 
agent kept the fee to pay off arrears ; (4) the baby was born 
before you arrived, therefore we should not pay anything. 
Will someone please suggest a remedy ?—I am, etc.,

The profession would never 
refuse to attend the sick ; but we certainly could refuse to 
carry out many of the unjust Regulations which have been 
imposed upon us without our sanction. We are treated like 
a lot of children instead of members of an honourable pro- 
fession. As long as we are just, and not unreasonable, we

REDUCTION OF CAPITATION FEE 

Sir,—There are many of us who consider that nothing 
could have been fairer than the letter from the Ministry 
ot Health, dated September 28th, 1931, in which the alteration 
to a maximum cut of 10 per cent. was suggested instead of the 
reduction of Is. from the capitation rate of 9s. We regret 
that the Insurance Acts Committee failed to respond to it in 
the spirit which it had hitherto shown, and we trust that, 
as soon as may be, it will extricate us from a position which 
is as futile as it is undignified. 

A generous acceptance of the 10 per cent. cut during the 
national emergency, without further delay, could not fail 
eventually to strengthen the hands of the negotiating body, 
whereas a refusal, or a grudging acceptance, might prejudice 
seriously a good case in the future.—I am, etc.,
